REMARKS 

In the aforementioned Office Action, claims 34-40, 42-47, and 49-55 were 
examined, and claims 34-39 and 50-55 were rejected. In response, Applicant submits 
the foregoing amendments and the following remarks to more clearly point out the 
patentable features of the invention and distinguish the same over the prior art of 
record, and respectfully requests reconsideration of the application. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 8112 
In paragraph 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 34 and 50 
under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. In response, Applicant is amending claims 
34 and 50 to recite "wherein at least one said correspondence symbol forms a symbol 
set for use as a compressed (data) entry" (emphasis added). Thus, a symbol set
